1984-85 



In 1984-85, the Adult Education program served 48,607 undereducated 
adults. 

The Adult Education program produced 10,547 graduates in 1984-85. 

Adult Education classes are offered in 29 vocational -technical schools 
located in 28 parishes. 

Adult Education is cost-effective. In 1984-85, the cost per student hour 
of instruction was $1.89. 

The average cost per enrol lee was $145.81. 

Students were upgraded an average of 1.6 grade levels per 77.0 hours of 
inUruction. 

Adult Education is the only alternative method of earning a high school 
diploma in Louisiana once the individual leaves the K-12 system. 

Certification of all full-time Adult Education teachers has been required 
since September 1, 1982. 
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
